Wheat  irj.de  progress  generally  but  the  prospects  must  still  be 
regarded  as  considerably  beltow  normal.       It  is  estimate!  that  there 
will  be  a  decrease  of  10  per  cent  on  last  year's  acreage,, 

T  .rley  is  reported  to  hive  sprouted  .veil  and  to  be  vigorous  and 
healthy  almost  everywhere.      The  estimate!  of  acreage  indicate  a 
general  increase  as  compared  with  last  year. 

The  present  appearance  cf  oats  is  fair. 

Beans  are  reported  without  exception  to  be  Vigorous  and  making 
satisfactory  progress. 

Rye  grass  and  Clever  seeds  have  made  considerable  progress. 
The  planting  of  potatoes*  is  not  yet  completed* 

The  sewing  of  turnips  is  fairly  well  advanced*      Rein  is  especially 
neeied  for  this  crop,-  Extract  from  the  Monthly  Agricultural  Report, 
(The  London  Grain  Ssed  and  Oil  lejcrter).
